infants  and  of  illegitimate  children,  and  the  steps  taken 
to  combat  infestation,  which  lie  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
County  Authoiiities,  have  been  left  out.  It  is  thought  however j 
that  the  more  impoertant  matters  have  been  dealt  with.

The  Health  Authorities  have  long  felt  that  for  any 
immunisation  scheme  to  be  successful,  all  the  children  of  one 
age  group  1-5  years  should  be  immunised.  The  figures  for  'the 
past  years  have  shewn  that  only  very  small  numbers  have  had  this 
treatment,-  1945  has  s-hewn  an  improvement  in  this  direction  but 
even  so,  the  numbers  done  in  this  group  cannot  be  considered 
as  satisfactory. 

It  is  a fact  that  epidemics  come  in  cycles  and  while  we  have 
been  very  fortunate  in  the  last  2-3  years  in  that  we  have  had  no 
serious  epidemics  of  diphtheria,  I am  afraid  that  unless  the 
proportion  of  under  5 year  old  children  treated  is  greatly 
increased,  great  risks  may  still  follow  any  future  epidemics.

Surveyor's  Report  for  the  Year  19145* 

VJATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  Works  functioned  fairly  satisfactorily 
during  the  Year  in  question. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  continuing  the  supply 
tc  the  consumers  - due  to  the  gradual  decrease  in  the  yield 
at  the  Greenhottom  Pumping  Station  and  to  the  increase  in 
cons-umption.  It  was  therefore,  found  necessary  to  curtail 
the  supply  to  the  sonsumers  hy  turning  off  during  the  nights 
in  the  period  from  28th  July  to  21st  October,  19U5* 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  from  Greenhottom  Pumping 
Station  during  the  Year  was  120,501,829  gallons.  Of  this 
total  2, 343 >500  gallons  were  supplied  to  the  West  Dean  Rural 
District  Council’s  Area, 

The  inerease  in  consumption  over  the  Year  1944  was 
^5 .<>371  >69 8 gallons, 

Consumption  per  head  per  day  increased  from  16, 6 gallons 
j.-!;:!  1944  to  22.5  gallons  in  1945* 

The  work  at  the  trial  borehole  sunk  at  Marstowe,  Ruard-^an 
Parlsa,  was  suspended  in  June,  1945 > after  the  sinking  had 
•/.•opohecL  a depth  of  5®0’,  The  work  at  the  trial  borehole  is 
now  pending  the  decisions  on  the  General  Survey  of  the  Water 
Resources  of  the  County  of  Gloucester  prepared  by  Harold  J 
Gourlsy,  Esq,,  M.Eng,  , M.Inst.C.E.,  in  July,  1945* 

The  extension  of  the  water  supply  from  the  Gloucester 
and  Cheltenham  Water  Board  Area  to  the  Parishes  of  Huntley  and 
Churcham,  has  not  yet  been  carried  out,  but  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  Scheme  will  be  put  into  operation  in  the  near  future^-^ 
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and  purification  works.
